Hon IlelmcUen — In UikiiiR on Himself to 
brioR up ihe quealiun, would expri-ss bis lion- 
esl conviclioQ tbnt Uia sent ot Government 
ought 10 bo at Vicloriii. lie knew Hint injury- 
would be d.'lie co ponio hy tlie removal, imd 
hiUitwuuld boni'lit otlu'i^; but it iiun.l 1/c 
regiirdi.'d from luiutlier luiiuv of vii'W,i\ndin 
liis opinion, to fix thu scut ol govui uim ol ul 
Vicloriii wiiuld t;iro tho most nenural suiinluc- 
tiOD to tbe peoplo of tlio country. He mij,'lit 
Bay it ou{;bt to bo tho CHpiiiil becnusc it uii.s 
tbo largeit city, and conlaiued ii popuhitidii ul 
4,000 iiibabituntB. It was tbo eeut of cuuiniercc 
and llie residcoco of Ibe largest number ui 
people.i 'Tbe-l^(!nDlifal ueadoAVS and cbaruiini.' 
iceoery endeared It to all nbo bad ever ro 
aided there, and when they were obliued to 
teur themselves away they bad always 8 desire 
to return. But it wiis not only from love tlim 
it should bo selected as the cnpital; pounds, 
sbillinRS and pence ciilcrod hirfjely into the 
coneideralion. He wisbeJ to make no invid^ 
ious distiuction, and it wiie with lio iU leehut; 
Ibiit bo said New Westtninsler did not possi-ss 
those attractions, but on the contrary, its 
Hloomy aspect bad a contrary eflfect. There 
wuB no buck country where people could re- 
side, as the vicinity lor many miles was densely 
VOOded; ' In Vlctorlft the sprinft was uirl er 
and"the winter later; Victoria was more ac- 
cessible— be took Victoria and Ks [iiininli to.- 
getbcr. Tbo Frustr was in:iccessible to 
shipping durinf^ a porliiin of the year, so that 
Victoria was really the bead of unv iyatiou fur 
tail vessels. No mail steamers came to .Now 
Westminster; iboy go to Victoria because it is 
the seat of commerce. Tlie capital sbould be 
placed wbero the ^reittest t;oud will result to 
the (jreatesl number. It would be uioro eco- 
nomical that tbe seat.of govorniuent sbould be 
where- tbe < most peoplo reside, and conse- 
qtieDtlV'wU'e^d"tbe greatest number of people 
resort from tbe other parts of the country. 
There 'W-Oii^^ ralso . be concentrated the talent 
best -AMp'ted' for a Legislative Assembly. 
Being tbe-chief commercial city of tbe coloiiy 
all tbe enterprise that has made- this country 
what it is, emanated froui there. Victoria has 
been the rai'tber of tbe country. lo'forraer 
days it waj tbe ser.i of the government, and it 
still retniued tbe position. V:'■'^■ria has [;ieat 
claims to tbe selection; she is now caiLd niion 
to pay the debts she never coiitnicted — to bear 
half the debt of Britijb Columbia. Tbid may 
only be a result of Usioii, but at the sair.i 
time time it gave lier some claim to be chosen 
U the capital. She has a claim also for her 
laadkble'eGforts to develop the miuenl re 
■0Utctt''9f British Columbia; it was from Yic^ 
tori4iiil>4't a" capital camo fort|bls purpose. 
Her mercbauts supplied British Oolnmhiu, not 
for cash, but oq credit; and this has resulted 
to her loss. Tbe miners of British Columbia 
and tbo peoplo of Victoria are but one — the 
most soudiern and tbe most most nonheni 
parts of the country, they are but tbe same 
The intimate connection has led to niuliial 
lovo. Hho has another chum to bii chosen ai 
the scat of government; she is already provided 
irilh all tbe buildings necessary for the Le^is' 
latare, inclusive or a Guvernor'd lesideiice. 
He would not go into tbe message Iroiu His 
Excellency tbe Governor. He would only 
touch upon the outside aad particnlar claims 
that Victoria bad to be selected for the capital. 
Hhe bad suffered considerably, particularly her 
merchan ts, from the change of policy, and she 
bad great reason to put forward her claims at 
the present time. It was absolutely necessary 
thut one dectiiit city shonld bo created and 
eupported instead of allowing two to ruin each 
other. By making one city attractive we 
(hould retain tho miners amongst us during 
the winter months. One large city would also 
preserve tbe commerce of the Sound to us, 
which"in tho present unsettled state of affairs 
there was' great risk of losing. If tbe seat ot 
government was not fixed at Viciotia, all con- 
fidence would cease, and U woiild bo very det- 
rimental to tho country at large. Tbe people 
would leavo the country (or foreign shores 
Tbe great ((uestion involved was tho salvation 
ot tho country. Tho pre^^ent inisiil istactory 
State of things cauicd the prrnent stagnation, 
Had they not already determined to lix the 
Oastom House, I'ost Otlice, yupreme Court, 
Land-offices thero? Government would be 
• more economically administered, llu wonl l 
not detain them by further enlarging on the 
many advantages Victoria jiossesseil over any 
other [ilace as tbecapital, but ho conceived it 
involved the welfare' ol tho entire colony, that 
thu capital should be rixed|tliree; ho begiieil 
thev would remember thai the pro.sfierity or 
ruin of this great colony was in tlieir liaiids; 
and oe trusted God would defend the right. 
Uo moved tho following preamblo and reso- 
lutions : 

"The Council haTiiij taken into coiisiileration 
lUs Bzcellencj tho Goveriior'.s iivsHngu {.Vo 
39) lelating to the seat of Uoveniineiit, as well 
as the numerous and numerously signed pi>ti- 
tions from all parts of the country, praying 
that Victoria may ba made tbo seat ofOovcni- 
luont, ,. - 

Ilesolve, That were tbe seat of ObVero men t 
placed in Victoria it would bo consonant with 
the desire of thu public, ndriuiliigenus to tlio 
.sdminiatration, coiidiiciru to the best interests 
of the country,- and diniiiiisli the cost of 
Government ; 

That without wishing to embarrass tiia ex- 
ocntive in any war, tbo Council would ur;;* 
that such steps bhotild b» taken aa may to 
His Bxcelloiicy seem best towards carrying 
out tho desire of the petitioners; 

That Mia Bxcolleney the Governor bu 
humbly solicited to'oaUw the next sessitn of 
of the rjegislainro to be boldca In Victoria. 

Zlon .McDonald seconded the resolutloD, Ho 
feared that the peoplo of tho island were not 
eufiicieiitly well aciiuainted with llie Covernor, 
nor he with them. It would be lolly to judge 
of publi? ffeliiiL' on the Island friim wlhil np- 
pearod in the daily paper.-t. Tlie (iovornnr was 
fully aware that a Inrt'o town coubl not be 
builton the site ofNew Westminster, in fact Vic- 
toria WM Ibd only pllioein the colony possessed 
"of the requisite natural advantages; thu removal 
of thecapital to Victoria would arrest ho wan- 
ing of the colony. Ho thought' the Executive 
would get what was best lor tho colony, honc« 
the resolution was perfectly expressed and 
generally mot hid approval. 

Hon Wood Solicitor General— In nppruacn* 
ing the subject biilori3 uh, 1 trust I am not 
wrong in considering it not only Ihu quustinii 
of the day but Iho question ot iLn sonaiou, 
and, I may adtl. the question for gdnoratioti 
yot to oome. I apprusoh it with a full aeDSQ 
ot tbi{ra»PODil|>ilii]r wblch roiU upbn lm»i 
ti « MmlMr of tbti Uounoilt oonyioo»d tbat 
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an error in legislative action now, in the in'< 
fkncy of tho Colony, whou wo inuy bo said 
to bouiouldiug its ilestitiy, and in sotiie Hort 
pimping lilt! pago ot its history, would be un 
error, not only deeply afleotiiiK ourselvea but 
un error which, if coramitled, laiura goneru- 
lions may find ao iocieased diliiculty in re- 
pairing, For myself, sir, 1 sland helora you 
in a tlireelolti capacily, as B low officer of jbo 
Crown, as un individual having a deep in- 
terest in Ihu subject matter, and as a Legis- 
lative Councillor. As a law officer ol the 
Ciown, I am buuud. so long as 1 uujoy ilia 
emoluuientB and till ibu oflice thut I do, to 
at held the prerogative of llie Crown, und I 
must soy that iu u Colony like this, coustuut- 
td ofreub from the Uaion of two Colonies; it 
i< uLuiisiukcubly tbe privilege and p(er.oi;a- 
tive of tha Crown to select tho seat of Gov- 
crunietii; to direct this ohoioo thoro is but 
otiu lucthod of approach — petition and ud- 
diees — aud wo ure assured, Irotn tbe mouth 
ot Hh Excellency, that tha Crown of Great 
Britain is never iudiflerent to itie acknow- 
ledged wishes of its people. Nor can 1 
uijdurEiuiid thut if the wellare of tbe oniony 
is eoi^ccrned, tho Crown oati have any defiro 
other than to coiilribuio to that welfare, that 
welfare well established ; the uciion ol 
the Ci-own necessarily follows. 1 atu also, 
us a person holding olHce, gctierally bound, 
lis I think, to obey tha requiroraeuts of the 
(Jovertimei)t in such questions which are not 

en (jucsl ions, guarded, however, against tin, 
chiuge ol ii cuosistcticy ol conduct, by ihu 
UDinisiukeably e,\prosnfid wish ol the Gov- 
ernor ; stioil of thin, I am not only free to 
itct but bound to act as an independent mcni- 
bar of this bbobrable House. An a private 
individual, it would bo absurd lot uie to deuy 
what cverj body must kuow, that iinportaiil 
lies, soi:ial, iluinesiie, pecuniary, territorial, 
piolubtioiiiil, bind ma tn Victoria and not to 
Xew W'esimitiBter, and that my views in lilo 
are tnaiorially at stake in this matter ; yot 1 
have this to t-ay, I um not here to defend, like 
an advocate, Violoiia at any prioo, but I am 
here to justily my jndgment. 1 am not u 
lepi eseiiiative ot interests which have l)cen 
ilirnsi upon nie by the accidental disocvery 
of a gold bearing region, but 1 have formed 
itiy ties uud euibuiked my means on mature 
cun^iid-.^t^itiun aud solid judgment, nnd the 
same views und reusuniiig which m.idu tiie 
eeiict Victoria as my home, will for tbe most 
part rouppaar to-day in my advocacy ol 
Victoria aa tho seat of Government of tbe 
culoiiy, Aa a Legislalive Cotinciilor, 1 hope 

1 uni uot iudilloreiit to niy oathol allegiance, 
and as I interpret that, 1 am bound to advise 
ihe Council lor the good of ihj colony, with 
out fear or luvor to ruyEclI or to others, and 
it ia to my iofioite relief that I tiud tbat in 
I ho threo several relationa of law oDicer. 
private citizen and Legislat vo Councillor, 1 
lind nothing cotillicting or cimtradictory. The 
conclusions to which 1 arrive aie thu result ol 
reasoning and obt^orvaiion; you will judge ol 
their occuraoy and soundness. I atk you ut 
least to give me credit for sincerity ol con 
viction, und I trust that iu which I say you 
may liud that I express myself soundly and 
lairly, as mnv best become a ti'eniber of tlii^ 
hononildt; b dy , and 1 tiiny add, in a man- 
ner not unworthy a politician and a siatts- 
mun. In approaching this subject, believe 
ine. I llu it with feelings ol deep concern. It 
IS impossible to traverse the length ol the 
-ita ot Ihia tonvn withoat being aensibly 
Hllecied with tbe results which nrJSt lolluw 
iho rtiiioval nl ibo capital from New VVohI- 
inibsitr. OHicial lile ia its only tiopu. For 
eight years it has attempted to struggle into 
importance as a town, but has struKgled in 
vain, Enormous sums have been lavished 
upon it; houses, whaivea, plaok'way- erect- 
ed, tor uo practical end, and almoal at every 
step wc meet something which shows tbe 
-ad results ot misapplial energy, the grave 
ot gioal expectutiuiiH, the moriumeuts ol de- 
parted hope. It is impossible not to be 
lunched with the view from tho land, the 
inagniSeent Fiasfr, and itsgoueral salubrity 
For the mere cptculalor 1 cooless I have but 
liitlu syitipalhy ; for tho speculator who has 
carried too many eggs in one banket, aud has 
with 0|)Bn eyes backed his judgment on tho 
march ot events, I euro but little, but my 
keliop.i of concern and reserve for those 
here who have done tbeir duty aa coioniaia 
and settlers, and have built ap their homes 
and snnlc their little savinse in tbo presumed 
discharge of a sacitd and a patriotic duty. 
For tliese 1 have a aiticero sympathy, and lor 
them and tor their loasce ; 1 would yield 
Ireely where the cotnpensatiou in niy power. 
I'ho site is indeed beautiful ; but to suy this 
is to say little mora bat that tbe earth wbicb 
we inhabit is beautiful to the eye, and Ihuogh 
1 conless it uQects ma wilh a feeling ol 
inonoiony tiiul dei)resaii)n, there ia beauty in 
the snowy tiionntaitK^, in the brop.d wniers, 
llic !iin[ile volume and Ihe piue clad elopes ol 
tho lower Fraser. 'J'boro are natural beauties 
in New Westminster ; but what can db said 
of New Westmmsiar that cannot be aaid 
tenfold of Vancouver Itland.'fbe land of our 
adiiption, " our own romantic liomc ;" but I 
couiesa, i«ir, that alter four yeaia residpiice 
iiiiiong romantic snetiery, I h ive got to bo 
l uiiiliar and latigued with liia s lilude ol 
woiiil* uiiil rocks, and as a coloulHt and a 
Settler, having an eye to ttio advancement and 
comlorl ot my tolloiv^incn, bearing in view 
the ha[)piiiess ot my ppecies in this corner ol 
the globe, 1 Would hooiut see 10 acres of 
land Will culiivuicd, occupied by a fietiler 
ami his wife, thronged wilh happy and 
healthy children with the losy paint ol 
nature freib upon their faces, than all the 
magriilicetit scenery of the habitable globe.

After 
the giaceiul amoniiiea of Bocial intercourse ure 
fairly complied with — amenities ot which I for 
one am deeply aensiblo — what Is society bul 
the society ot persous moving in au oUicial 
form, but out of our palu 'i' What is them 
lor this class of tho pith and sinew of the 
place — the working man, but tho monotony of 
the |ilaii k-road, the puerility of tbe bull court, 
ur the bar of tho saloon. This is ino place for 
the man ot active mind or energetic parsuiti. 
In my Judgment it requires, tbe strenupua ejcer- 
lions of all classes to bold tbe colony togetber 
by uniting every eifort for tbe publio good. 
In conclusion, let me ask, am I wrong in 
looking upon tho matter before ua- aa one of 
grave importance. I bolievd it a most Im- 
portant element III the wealth and iruportnnco 
of a British Possession, that it should be po- 
sessed of a cajiiial in which all iheso cluments 
should be cen iralized, where centralization is 
good.

Vou 
have before -you to decide .bet.we.en Victoria, 
tbe acknowledg^d choice of the colony, aud 
.\ow Westminster commercially noiliing and 
inliabitod only by the stall' of goveramenl. 
-U'tersoiuo lurthcr remarks the hon guuilemuii 
sat down. 

Hon Hubson conipliniei.ili.-d the hou nnd 
learned .Solicitor (leneral un his great ellurt, 
in tlie dilluae oiaiiun j usl concluUed ; bul he 
thouglil lUe speech hardly re|)aid tho amount 
of labor and tiulu oxpcoited io its composition 
or in holding forth to an intelligent audience 
of stumps ut the back of bia (tbe bon Solici- 
tor's) bouse. He could not aee what wo 
had do with thecapital ; it waa tbe prerogative 
of Ibe Qovernment to fix on tho siie ; this was 
demo in thu cuso of New Westminster, and 
could not 1)0 changed now ; it was establisbed 
by law, aud until tbo population wai very 
dilleroiit from what it was there was no like- 
lihood of Its being removed. Tbo iden that 
lhai Council coiislituled, us it was, could deal 
wilh ibe iinejiion, wad mero .waste of time. 
The boil .-eiiior member lor Victoria may en-- 
l.irge on Ibe maiinilicent scenery forming n 
background lo Victoria; but his assertiuas iu 
relation to -New Westminster were incorrect; 
ho (the hon senior member for Victoria) might 
have travelled on the Fruser, but bu could 
know nothing of tbo country lying behind tho 
mere belt ol woodland lhat followed the course 
(d the river, there were It), 530 acres this side 
ol Harrison mouth, which wero taken up by 
about '200 settlers (this acreage was eiclusivo 
ol Langley), the number uf acres under cnlti- 
vrtliun Were IfiGrf. Tue hon member then gave 
the iii.aiitities of tho various k.nda of produce 
and llie total value. He believed these li)iures 
to be correct. As to tho accessibility of New 
Westminster lor sea going veaseiBi- be need 
not enlarge upon that. Ic waa Bufficiently 
well-known, aud tbe fact that ao few .came 
hero was owing to tbe greater quantity of 
goods being imported into Victoria. Thst 
port owed all i's importance to the existence 
of the lljil-soii li iy Uompauy's station and not 
to any natural advantages. .\ew Westminster 
would have succeeded equally well under 
similar circurnst.ances, lint these tacts do not 
bear on the sulijeet at issue. lie did not see 
bow tho bon senior member laid ebum to the 
power of prophecy when be stated that Vic- 
toria would always be tbe capital. The hou 
meminr, he feared, wottld tarn ont a false 
pruphot. lie would not go into -tbe meana 
adoptvd by u certain set of men to force np 
Victoria in an unnatural way. The extreme 
nervousness of bon gentlemen lest this false 
Jiiprem.icy, which was fast disappearinf;, and 
ivhich would disappear aliogother unless some- 
Uiiiii; wa- done to bolsier it up anew, was 
?ii!liLienUy jilain, Victorian inflnenco was 
ul 1) due to a network which did much to 
lorce her iij) to the arlificbil position alio occu- 
pied. Violorian supremacy must suffer. The 
lion senior member was candid tuougli lo 
admit ihnt it hung on a brittle thread. Vic- 
toria, a| was Well known, was tbe hot bed of 
political agitation, and, according to the state- 
ments of Victorian uewspepers, they hnd 
not oven slopped short of treaaoh. Wtts 
bat thu sort ol place whore the proper 
amoutil ol coolness re(|iiirn! to legislnte for 
llie whole couiury was likely to be luuiid ? 
It was u-iual 10 fix thecapital io a position 
withdrawn front the cotnoieroial, centre, und 
mi b law, such ua was demnnstrated by the 
elioieo of Washington by the United States 
Victo ia waa ihe last place where the legia- 
laltire should bu called. TIib dull inono- 
Uiiinns place Now Wcstiriiuster w.is stated 
lo be by the bon member was the very best 
place it could in, und what was siill more 
it waa surrounded by Brlliab feelings and 
British sentimeniB: tbe people wore law 
abiding, peacetui and highly moral — the 
ino.<t moral communiiy ;n tbe colony, tliey 
-lood lar above Victoria in pRaoofeiUieHS and 
liiyally ; the peacelul irifluence emanating 
lioiu Victoria were embodied in tangle-leg, 
uud he hud yet lo learn that Ruch ioQuencus 
were tbe holy influences likely to christian- 
ize tha rest ol the colony, lie was at a loss 
In ilnder-laiid how Victoria could have the 
ailvanlagn ol CJntr.iiily, as Ihe hon gentle, 
man called it, when it wu' placed at Ihe 
e.^iroine cige ol ihe colony. It was any- 
ihing tun ceniial, the learned Solicitor 
(Jeneral had relerred to Kdinburgh and 
Dublin us the cupitals ol other' cuutitrics. 
N'lw, Edinburgh had no maiiutaoiiire» and 
Dublin waa the third eily in Ireland, Ot- 
mwa waa ihe filth uuy iu Canada, many 
riiile.s Inland, far removed from ihe ocean. 
Upon tbe aamo principles Suu Francisco 
ahuubl be Ihe capital of California, whereas 
.Sacramento was the seat of Guvfrntnont 
anine liuudreds of miles from Iho seat. 
American uculuiiesa could not see tti« 
atgunieiils ol the hon geiuleinaii. We are 
u-.>(ed il w-e treated petiuona as wnsto paper; 
they are of very little more value, ihey 
were eigned by men here to-day und nwuy 
to-morrow. TKo fact of a mtin 'being hero in 
tho mining eoasoii did IjOI entitle him to n 
voice in the seat of (jjveriimenl ; the minora 
were opetatod upon by u sot ol designing 
individuals lor interested motives, who tup - 
plied iliein wilh wlii-key and imposed upon 
tbdir good natured Icelings, and nian^ aigned 
raibet than be pestered by lliese pertohs. 
Such waa the ' character of tbeso petitions 
thiv declared Viclorie wna Uio seat ol 
uoveri; ment, three purt)ort-^d to he from 
Victoria, nnd hve Irom the inainlsnd ; bul ol 
tlio latter he remarked lhat three uf them 
were III tho aatnu hainlwriiing, and ihu 
whole five only recommended that Victoria 
be ' made- tbo eBpimrubiilMbe country v^as 
settled up that it could be i ermanently 
Incaied in the interior. If Governnieni wag 
to pay any iitliinlion to auch petilioiis, 
they tmlght he required to locale tha cupital 
nil Williams Creak. It wes unlikidy that 
lictiliotiN inanulaolured in Victoria uud 
lawkod through the mainland by Viutorians 
could liav'j any itifluenco. Can any one nl 
coiiiinon Kcuao show ilio advantage if re- 
innving the Beat ol g vurnmonl (or u 
lew jeiirs to Victoria to move it 
back uguii) to the niuniolaod, involving 
a largo outlay, simply beqaoae tbera were 
no public bulldipigs herb.' Tbe'Gbfernor, in 
bia admirable taiasAg^l 'stiited' thiit thel^e was 



no intention of going to such on outlay for 
the present, hence Ihe wliolo argument about 
cxieudiiure for public buildings went lor 
nothing, aa no such expendiiure was coutem- 
pluted. 'Ihe removal ol Ilia Capital tem- 
porarily to Victoria was more likely to in- 
jure il tbun oiberwiso. That kind of thing 
waa tried in Kingwion, Canada, where sul)- 
Klantial buildingn were erecied and business 
tiourialied during two or threo year.s ; bul 
when iho Cupital waa withdrawn hundreds 
were ruined und one-third ol the storea were 
shut up; tho same eflect would ho produced 
on Victoria with tbe same kind ol reuciion. 
Stacb sgitaiion on ibo pari of Viotoriana 
was indicutive of narrow-mindedness. The 
idea ol passing laws to su t sellish, pamper- 
ed Vicloriu, waa Hotneihing that he could not 
underalaiid. New Weaimiiislur was ctitison 
by a eommiasion Fent out by tho Engli-li 
Government, und Col. Moody did hia duty 
wisely and well in choosing ttie preseut siir. 
Sir James nongl.is gave his lull uud uti- 
qimlitied approval, althougli largely interest- 
ed in a cerluin town, und deciding in direei 
oppOHltion to his own inleresia ; be d. clareil 
this to bu tlio pli>.:;o where iiie Uapiml ought 
lo be, nod iliia was the opinion of severul 
lalented onicers bea des Gen. Moody.

riie pciilions wore signed by the irnnFieni 
popiiution of Ihu iuierior; i'. was pitmljle to 
Mue_ VictoriuDs stooping to such iricka in 
Iheir delennination lo compass Union. It 
was bruugbt about by Vioiorions ut their 
solenquest, nnd alter persistent t-uiig Nas 
naimo and outlying disirieta did not care to 
iuterlere tvith them Victorians, when llioy 
pretended they did not care about the 
Capital, were trying to attain their ends by a 
dishouesl dodge — a side wind — which u as 
both dishonest and dishonorable und "Jii- 
woriby ofmen in that Council, The Govs 
ernmoot dore not hand over tbe seat ol 
Government to such a peoplo.
